One of the most heartening signs in this troubled 
nation is growing anxiety about inflation. 
Chester Bowles and the O P A have done some acci­ 
dental good in focussing attention on the danger— al­ 
though Bowles has been industriously chasing the swamp 
rabbit of prices instead of the bear of inflation. 
Typical of the comments which are growing iii num­ 
ber is an editorial in the New York Tim es describing the 
economic problem as “ the most important domestic issue 
today.’* 
Says the Tim es: 
“ In a few weeks the President w ill present his 
budget for the new fiscal year. The country w ill then 
know how serious the Adm inistration is in its efforts 
to head off inflation by the only possible method that 
can succeed— a return toward a balanced budget, 
accomplished chiefly by a reduction of expendi­ 
tures.” 
There are two points in the Tim es comment which 
are worth careful attention. One is that inflation is not a nj* 
(

future but a present danger— the T im e. .peak* of heading j 
Fjle|, in County Register 
off inflation, not, as Bowles does, of 
preventing 
it. In c 
other is the emphasis on the need of the government to 
bring its expenditures w ithin its receipts. 
This second point shows that the Tim es has a much 
clearer understanding than the average citizen of exactly 
what inflation is— that it isn’t so much rising prices or 
debased currency as it is a government spending more 
than it receives. 
This can be done by various means. Fiat money is 
only one method. The means used by the New Deal was 
so-called deficit-financing— which means the borrowing 
of vast sums against the future and spending them in the 
present generation. 
The late President Roosevelt warned as eloquently 
as anyone else of the dangers of this practice. Yet once 
he had abandoned th*- gold standard, he found no other 
method suitable to his purpose.
